Mrs. Morris is 


nervous, and in discussing the distress- 


ing occurrence she frequently became 
hysterical. 
“Where was the President of the 


United States, that he did not come to 
the rescue of a woman and a mother 
who was being brutally treated by his 
servants?’ said Mrs. Morris to a rep- 
resentative of the Post-Dispatch. ‘He 
certainly heard my screams, and he 
should Mave put a stop to the brutal- 
ier." 

Mrs. Morris was shown the official 
statement issued at the White House, 
in which it was asserted that it was 
necessary to eject her because she was 
boisterous. : 

The statement continues: 

Barnes’ Statement. 

“Mrs. Morris’ piercing shrieks were 

heard throughout the building, and it 


became necessary, in the interest of or-} 


der, to have her removed. She was, ac- 
cordingly, taken in charge bv a police 
officer, who had witnessed the whole 
affair. He asked her to go with him 
quietly. She refused, and told him that 
if she was removed she would have to 
be dragged every step of the way. 

“Before applying force the officer 
asked her three times to leave the office 
quietly. She refused to comply with 
these requests, and was led from the 
room. She struggled violently with the 
two police officers. striking, kicking and 
biting them all the way from the office 
building to the eastern entrance of the 
White House. 

“As soon as she was outside of the 
Office building she threw herself on 
the ground and it became necessary 
to carry her. The officers repeatedly 
asked her to stand up and walk quiet- 
ly with them so that they would not 
have to use force, but she refused to 
do so and defied them in shrieks that 
were heard throughout the White 


House. She waa finally removed to 
police headquarters, where she was 
eharged with disorderly conduct. 

“After her arrest she produced an 
envelope addressed to the President. 
which she asked to have delivered to 
him. This envelope was found to con- 
tain a lengthy poem on the subject of 
insommia, which, she said, was her 
own composition. She stated to the 
officers that she had not siept for 
several nights past. 

“There is no truth whatever in the 


statement made by many of this 
morning's papers that a negro laid 
hola of Mrs. Morris and assisted in 


carrving her. One of the colored mes- 
sengers of the office followed the po- 
licernen und gathered up such small 
articles as were drop ed in the wom- 
an’s struggles, but there was no other 
foundation whatever for the state- 
ment,” 


Untrue, Says Mra. Morris. 


“There is not a true sentence in the 
Whole statement,” said Mrs. Morris. 
“Even the women servants atthe 
White House came, and with tears in 
thelr eves, begged the officers not to 
treat a woman the way they were 
handiing me. The men silenced the 
women and hauled me out. 

“Mr. Barnes says that my shrieks 
were heard throughout the building. 
1 don’t remember screaming, and I i'¢ 
not until the officers grabbed me, bu 
if the shrieks were heard throughout 
the White House, then why did not 
the President of the United States, us 
an American citizen, as the brave 
man he is said to be, come out and say 
to the ‘brutes who were neariv killing 


me: ‘Unhand that woman! She is a 
mother: Where was the President of 
the Unite’? States al! this e? Ard 


what crimes are sometimes done in 
the naine of the law?’ 
Mrs. Morris announced that. she 
would seek redress against Mr. Barnes. 
Mrs. Morris declares that a negro 
ac gd did catch her bv the feet and 
elp the officers carry her. The name 
of the man is Charles Reeder. Severa!

‘‘Ever 
Six years ago, 
simple winter table, and 
it has been a never-failing source of 
pleasure and instruction to me, as well 
as a help to my bird guests during the 
bad weather. We have an of 
ground around our home, and fine trees, 
but there are streets on all but the 
north side, so I chose that side for the 
bird table, as it most sheltered 
and at the same time affords us the 
best chance to watch the birds from the 
house. I began by tying lumps of suet 
up in small trees near the windows and 
very soon my guests began to arrive. 
Later I devised a plan of bringing the 
suet eaters within closer range. I fas-. 
tened a rough stick two or three inches 
in diameter to the window shutters, 
across the window a little below the 
middle sash, and upon this stick I tied 
my lump of suet. 

“From that time we have had the 
pleasure all winter long of watching our 
bird neighbors at their luncheon while 
sitting at our own dining table. I also 
fastened a wooden tray to the sill into 
which we put cracked nuts and chopped 
suet. The most constant visitors are the 
chickadees and woodpeckers; then blue 
jays, titmice, juncos and nuthatches, 
with once.in a while a cardinal. Of 
these the chickadees and downy wood- 
peckers are the tamest. 

Another Illinois correspondent says: 
“Last fall I hung a birdfood shelf at 
our south study window and early each 
morning put cracked nuts, suet and 
birdseed on it. Several tufted titmice 
visited it the first morning. In a day or 
two juncos and chickadees came in 
flocks. W hite-breasted nuthatches, 
downy and hairy woodpeckers were 
constant visitors all winter, often com- 
ing several times a day. A mocking- 
bird came until the middle of December, 
making in all nine kinds of birds. These 
birds all enjoyed the fresh fat pork t 
nailed to a nearby tree.’
